With our permission two road machinery dealers placed a Ruasell 
men Pstrol Grader and a Fehr One 'Jan Grader in the pork for our use on 
fsal ntenaooe , in oosipetltion with the machine we purchased. Due to shipping 
delays the latter machine failed Do arrive this month. The oth>x* two machines 
ware placed with our iwgular crews and replaced horse drawn graders and drags 
The machines did exceptional woric and at much leaa coat per mile than our 
present equipment. 



Four heavy graders were purohaaed this month and ware used cm heavy 
ntenanoe work. 2ie lG-aon iolt palled two of the graders very successfully 
on the heaviest work around the Canyon. She 5-ton Bolt developed mechanical 
troualea ani was replaced with a truck, jqo to the heavy traffic, only one 
grader could oe need between Fountain and Old Faithful. The other 
turned over to the ragalar crew at Madison .unction and was f 
better *rk than the light horse drawn graders.
